SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


The selectmen respectfully submit the following report 
of the expenditures of the town for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 15, 1908, and in so doing we invite your criticism, 
and where we have made mistakes we suggest that you 
make such recommendations as will assist your incoming 
board. We have expended about $550 as authorized by 
a vote of the town, for which there was no appropriation; 
we refer to the building of the new road on Catamount 
and the purchase of the H. L. Robinson manuscript. We 
have also added a new road machine at a cost of about $225, 
which we deemed economy for the town. 

Our state road has been constructed, for which with 
‘‘state aid’’ between six and seven thousand dollars have 
been expended. This piece of work shows for itself, and 
is and has been an object for your inspection, and it now 
rests with you whether or not this work shall go on. In 
conclusion, we will say it has been our aim in whatever 
department we have labored to serve you, conscientiously, 
and in our opinion for the best interests of the town.

Overseer of Poor. 
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To the selectmen and citizens of the town of Pittsfield: 


The Board of Health congratulates the citizens of the 
town upon the continued absence of any epidemic in our 
midst during another year. 

In the last twelve months there have been reported to 
the board and duly cared for one case of scarlet fever, one: 
of membranous croup and thirteen of tuberculosis; also 
numerous complaints have been investigated and inspec- 
tions made. Care has been taken to keep our water supply 
up to its usual high standard, several analyses having been 
made. 

In reporting to the board notice that a bad odor or an 
unsightly object is not of necessity a menace to public 
health, that complaints should not be filed out of spite, 
but if anything comes to your knowledge which may be 
deleterious to the health of any one, you are requested to 
report it to the board. The names of complainants are 
not given out by the board. 

We wish to call attention to the fact that tuberculosis 
has claimed many victims, even in so healthy a locality 
as this. During 1907 over sixteen per cent. of the deaths 
in this town were from tuberculosis, compared with an 
average of less than 7.3 per cent. during the thirteen years 
preceding. This is a disease which can be and probably 
will be blotted out of human society. To aid this the fol- 
lowing law was passed in this state in 1905. 


Cuap. 17, Laws or 1905. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the attending phy- 
sician or some member of the patient’s family or house- 
hold to report every death from pulmonary consumption, 
or the removal of a consumptive patient, to the local board 
_of health within one week of said death or removal. 

Secr. 2. It shall be the duty of said local board of 
health, within one week after such notice or information 
from any other source, to cause the infected premises to 
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be thoroughly disinfected and cleansed; said work to be 
carried out by methods endorsed and recommended by the 
state board of health. 


Sect. 3. No apartments which have been occupied by a 
consumptive shall be re-ocecupied until thoroughly disin- 
fected and cleansed as provided for in this act. 


Ssect. 4. Any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for each offense. 


Sect. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The trustees of the public library have the honor of 
submitting their report for the fiscal year ending Feb. 
15, 1908, in connection with the report of treasurer. 

It is the twelfth annual report since the establishment 
of the library and sixth in its present location. During 
the past year conditions pertaining to the service and gen- 
eral management of the affairs of the institution have con- 
tinued normally and with but slight interruption. 

The building has been open for the circulation of books 
Monday, Wednesday and Saturday of each week, except- 
ing the first week in October and the holidays of Labor 
Day and Christmas. The hours were from 2 to 6 o’clock 
p. m. and from 7 to 9 o’clock in the evening. 

At no time since its establishment has there been so large 
withdrawals of books as at present. Since a new charging 
system was installed in October, 443 borrowers’ cards have 
been issued. Of these 300 or more are in constant use. 
As more than one book is often withdrawn on one ecard, 
it follows that considerably more than 300 books are in 
the hands of readers. A carefully kept record of with- 
drawals shows the interesting fact that the average 
monthly circulation is above 1,000 volumes. For the 
month of January, 1,060 volumes were loaned and nearly 
150 magazines. 

Another important and gratifying fact is that 25 per 
cent. of books withdrawn are non-fiction. 


Books. 


The accession of books for the year has been consider- 
ably above the normal yearly average. The total number 
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added is 285. Of this number 140 were purchased by the 
trustees from town appropriation and 145 were added by 
eift. | 

The following is a list of those who have manifested 
their interest in such a kindly way: Frank Berry, 1 
volume; Mrs. F. P. Sargent, 1 volume; Mrs. Laura Gar- 
land Carr, 1 volume; Mrs. Emma J. Berry, 5 volumes; 
Mrs. Maria May, 5 volumes; Miss Grace Blanchard, 2 vol- 
umes; Mr. E. S. Watson, 3 volumes; Mr. J. Harvey Treat, 
125 volumes. 

United States Senator Burnham evidenced his continued 
interest in the institution by requesting the librarian to 
forward him a list of all government publications desired 
and he would have them sent to the library. His request 
was complied with and several volumes have been re- 
ceived. 

The collection of books given by Mr. Treat was a most 
valuable one. To have purchased it outright would have 
required the expenditure of several hundred dollars. The 
collection includes in its material some 30 volumes and 
about as many pamphlets relating to the Holy Land and 
Egyptian history, that are the publication of historical 
and archaeological societies. It is a notable and gener- 
ous gift and equips the library with one of the best col- 
lections of works on Egyptology to be found in the state. 

The receipt of back numbers of periodicals and maga- 
zines as the gift of Mrs. Emma J. Berry, Mrs. F. M. Har- 
mon, Mrs. A. F. Shaw and G. F. Mitchell are acknowledged 
with pleasure. 


PRIVILEGES OF THE LIBRARY. 


It is the purpose of the administration to give the freest 
possible use of the books consistent with the safety and 
the widest possible use consistent with the convenience of 
the public. 

The rules and regulations formulated for the loan of 
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books are rather a body of practice than a set of defini- 
tions. They define who may draw books, the books that 
may be drawn and the length of time they may be re- 
tained. Such rules and regulations are printed on the 
back of all borrowers’ cards. A general compliance with 
them is required in the interest of good service on the 
part of the librarian and the convenience of patrons. The 
most important rule is that relating to the period of time 
a book may be retained. It requires that all books must 
be returned or renewed in two weeks. The reasons for 
such a regulation are too obvious to be enlarged upon. 
To secure a general compliance therewith a fine of one 
cent per day is imposed for all books retained longer than 
two weeks and not renewed at the expiration of that 
period. The date of withdrawal of a book is always 
stamped upon the brown slip pasted upon the inside of 
the back cover of every book. It is done to give a bor- 
rower knowledge of the time a book is being retained and 
that it may be returned or renewed at the proper time. 
A failure to comply with this rule makes it necessary to 
send an overdue notice to the person having the book and 
a fine of one cent per day is collected at the loan desk when 
the book is returned. 

To those who are seeking information upon any subject, 
a most cordial invitation is extended to visit the, library 
and the librarian or attendants will render every possible 
assistance in securing the desired information from the re- 
sources of the institution. 

Only a reasonable limit is placed upon the number of 
volumes a reader may draw for reference work. Teachers 
and pupils of the public schools are particularly invited 
to avail themselves of this privilege. 

When a book called for is not found on the shelves, an 
effort to procure it from some other library will be made 
if desired. This involves a small expense that must be 
borne by the person making the request. In the case of

teachers and pupils of the public schools, it is paid by the 
school officials. 

The library officials appreciate the great influence the 
institution exerts in promoting and up-building the edu- 
cational training of the community and feel it a pleasant 
duty to assist patrons in every possible manner. 


CLASSIFICATION AND CATALOGUING. 

The work of classifying and cataloguing the books of 
the library, which was begun the previous year, was com- 
pleted in October. A new charging system has also been 
installed. A special appropriation of one hundred dollars 


- was made at the annual town meeting to complete the 


work. How this sum has been expended can be seen by an 
inspection of the annexed treasurer’s report. 

The work of cataloguing and installing the charging sys- 
tem was done under the expert supervision of Miss Grace 
Blanchard, city lbrarian of Concord. It is due to her 
active interest and labors that the change of systems has 
been so successfully arranged and that today the affairs of 
the library are conducted under as well organized and up- 
to-date systems as can be found in any library in the coun- 
try. The official management fully appreciates the bene- 
fit of her interest and labors and feels under a deep sense 
of obligation therefor.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the selectmen and citizens of Pittsfield, the following 
report of the expenditures and the condition of our school 
buildings and schools for the year ending February 15, 
1908, is respectfully submitted : 

At the grammar school building some two hundred and 
fifty dollars have been expended. A sewer has been 
put in to connect with the river and pipes laid in -the 
basement to drain all fixtures and so arranged that when- 
ever it may seem desirable water closets can be put in to 
replace the dry closet system now in use. This change can 
be made at a cost of about two hundred dollars. The 
water pipes have been carried underground farther into 
the basement to avoid freezing and other minor improve- 
ments have been made. 

At the Brick Primary, about the same sum has been 
spent in laying a new hardwood floor, putting in new 
seats and desks and repairing the shed and in addition the 
woodwork, inside and out, has been painted. This is now 
a very pleasant schoolroom with fifty-seven seats. 

Some needed repairs have been made at the Jenness 
Pond schoolhouse, along the line of making it more com- 
fortable. Another year the schoolhouse should be painted 
inside and out and the shed clapboarded and painted. 
The Tilton Hill schoolhouse needs one new sill, and the 
underpinning put in thorough repair. 

As will be seen by the report, there has been an in- 
crease in the sum paid to the teachers over last year. This 
is mostly due to the increased length of the school year, 
three weeks being added to all the grades and the fact 
that all the rural schools now have three terms a year. 
The increase in salaries has been in the rural schools, a 
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dollar per week and fifty cents per week at the Brick 
Primary. 

Shortly before the close of the school year, Mr. Leon 
O. Merrill, our superintendent, sent in his resignation, to 
take effect at the close of the year, thus completing two 
and one half years of faithful and efficient labor. Mr. 
Merrill subsequently accepted a similar position, at an 
increased salary, in Huntington, Mass. At a meeting of 
the supervisory board, held at Suncook, Mr. E. T. Whit- 
ford was chosen to be his successor. Mr. Whitford is a 
young man of broad scholarship and good business ability, 
and while in the main the work has been carried on along 
the same lines, with nearly the same corps of teachers, 
who have used the same methods, some changes have been 
made, as suggested in the superintendent’s report. 

The secretary has visited all the schools more or less for 
the past three years and can therefore speak from per- 
sonal observation. The general condition of the schools 
is good. The pupils are interested in their work and the 
relations between teachers and scholars seem to be pleas- 
ant and agreeable. We have a good and efficient corps 
of teachers, who are working hard for reasonable pay. 
There has been a distinct advance and improvement in 
the general conduct of our schools during the past three 
years, and this is due to supervision and the policy of 
the board in hiring as far as possible those who have fitted 
themselves, by special study and training, for the pro- 
fession of teaching.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit to your consideration my first annual 
report, which is the seventh in the series of annual reports 
of superintendents of the Pittsfield schools. 

The deficiency in elementary school textbooks noted in 
the last annual report has been made up during the past 
year. We now have the equipment in this line adequate 
to meet our needs. We are still deficient in reference 
books, however. The elementary schools need a larger 
number of well-chosen books in English literature and more 
unabridged dictionaries. The High School needs more ref- 
erence books in history and science and a set of good en- 
eyclopedias. The purchase of the new text-books has made 
it possible to fulfil the requirements of the state course of 
study, to which an approximation only had formerly been 
possible. It will take some time to overcome the handicap 
created by the past deficiency in texts, but the work is being 
done as rapidly and as thoroughly as possible. 

A complete catalogue of all the school text-books has been 
made, and all the books have been labelled. The books are 
now charged to the teachers in whose care they are, and 
each pupil is charged with all books in his possession. By 
this system each pupil can be held responsible for the re- 
turn, in good condition, of all: books loaned to him. 

There have been several changes in the teaching force 
during the year. The resignation of Edward 8. Watson 
made it necessary to secure a new principal for our High 
School, and Guy E. Denison was elected to the position. 
Dora E. Page has succeeded Alice M. Foss in the second 
primary school and Lena Snow has succeeded Alice C. 
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French at the Upper City. Winifred E. Jenkins has been 
granted a year’s leave of absence to pursue Normal studies 
and her position has been temporarily filled by Alice B. 
Walsh. 

Our greatest problem this year has been from the over- 
crowding of the village schools. The intermediate school 
has been laboring under great difficulties from this cause. 
In the first primary room two solutions have been tried, 
the use of an assistant and the division into two schools, 
each having one session a day. Neither solution has proved 
satisfactory. At the Brick Primary school the overcrowd- 
ing has made it necessary to form two schools for the fall 
term, each having one session a day. 

Next year the conditions promise to be even worse. Ac- 
cording to the best estimate now obtainable, the number of 
pupils in the grammar school building will be as follows :* 
Grade II, 37; Grade III, 34; Grade IV, 39; Grade V, 51; 
Grade VI, 17; Grade VII, 14; Grade VIII, 37. The pres- 
ent first primary school would then have 70 pupils, and 
the intermediate school would have 90 pupils. We will 
need then two more rooms next September, with teachers 
for the same.
